New Pilots Ratings Issued 


A new advanced rating for senior 
aviators of the Army Air Corps who are 
qualified physically and by experience 


to fly all types of Service aircraft has 
been established by the War Department 
with nearly 400 of the ranking officers 
of the Corps given the designation. 

Officers who are classified for piloting 
and flying command duty, who have held 
the rating of Airplane Pilot for 12 years 
and have 2,000 hours in the air have been 
designated “Military Airplane Pilot” and 
will wear a silver star above their wings, 
it is provided in reguiations published 
this week. The new rating will corre 
spond to the “Master Pilot” rating now 
given to the veteran airmen in com 
mercial aviation and will signify that 
they are qualified to fly the Army’s new 
large bombers and transports for which 
higher flying qualifications were set some 
time ago.

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Tank Attacks Feature 
Third Corps Exercises

Indiantown Gap, Pa.—Nearly five thou- 
sand troops of the Third Corps Area left 
here for their home stations Sept. 30 after 
a hard but enjoyable series of field exer- 
cises in which men, horses and motors 
put forth their best efforts in this most 
profitable form of training. 

Probably the most interesting phase to 
the service, as well as to the general 
public, was the participation of the 66th 
Infantry, from Ft. George G. Meade, Md., 
with 38 new fast light tanks developed by 
the Army and built at Rock Island 
Arsenal. In the exercises, which involved 
a delaying action against a division serv- 
ing as advance guard for the II1I Corps, 
the tanks were given frequent opportun- 
ity to display their speed and create that 
element of surprise which is their most 
valuable factor. Their use gave the tank- 
ers as well as the other arms a splendid 
opportunity to learn more of the possibili- 
ties of mechanized warfare as well as its 
limitations and methods of defense 
against it. 

While no dictatorial decisions were 
rendered as to who won the war of 
Indiantown Gap, one fact seemed gen 
erally acknowledged by all, and that Is 
that our Army is in need of quantities of 
efficient light anti-tank guns in the hands 
of troops for training in defense against 
tanks. 


Maj. Gen. Albert J. Bowley, USA, com- 
manding general of the Third Corps Area, 
and his staff deserve considerable credit 
for conducting the concentration of troops 
and field exercises without any specific 
funds having been appropriated for the 
purpose. General Bowley, a firm believer 
in such exercises, took advantage of the 
kindness of Pennsylvania state officials 
who offered the use of this reservation 
which the state acquired for its National 
Guard. No additional land was rented, so 
that the maneuver area cost the govern- 
ment nothing except for the light and fuel 
used. The travel done by vehicle and 
marching was kept down to a minimum 
cost. Blank ammunition was used spar- 
ingly, though enough to give realism. The 
slight cost of the concentration is being 
paid out of the regular light and fuel 
allotments for the posts concerned 

Three exercises were planned for Sept. 
27, 28 and 29. A cold rain fell all the 
morning of the second day, however, and 
General Bowley called the maneuvers off 
for that day combining the two days ex- 
ercises on Sept, 20. The troops were with- 
out heat and the General thoughtfully 
saw no need for working the men through 
the wet grass and underbrush all day and 
sending them hack to the cold tents In wet 
clothes. Instead, they had a rest period 
and went into the hard all day and night 
exercises of the third day with zest and 
In accordance with General 
Bowley’s wishes the men wore fatigue 
uniforms and the officers old articles of 
uniform to save the wear that would have 
resulted on their best clothing.

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The removal of the American ambassador to China and his staff from the Ameri- 
can Embassy at Nanking at the Japanese threat to bomb the city has been the subject 
of critical comment in the editorial columns of American newspapers. 


The New York Herald-Tribune writes caustically, “The British are staying and 
entering protest ; other embassies are undecided, while the American Ambassador, Mr. 
Johnson, is getting out under his own interpretation of his orders from Washington. 
In weighing his action, it is necessary to remember, first, that Chinese indignation, on 
the ground that this renders ‘unfriendly’ indirect assistance to Japan is utterly 
irrelevant, So long as the United States remains within the established limits of 
neutral obligation, the extent to which our actions happen to benefit one or the other 
should be no primary concern of a policy directed simply toward preventing American 
involvement with either. 

“Assuming that it is non-involvement that we want, then our policy must be 
rock-baused on a complete indifference as to which side wins the war. It may us well 
he recognized also, that the attempt to mitigate the devastations of these huge war 
machines by the despatch of notes and protests which we are unprepared to back up 
with guns is largely futile and potentially dangerous, The vigorous British note con 
cerning the attack on their ambassador has added exactly nothing to the safety of 
ambassadors or the security of neutral interests, and it is confidentially reported in 
London that ‘little is expected’ of the protests on the proposed Nanking holacaust, 
because the Japanese are already committed to this gentle undertaking. The United 
States tried the note writing method in 1915 and 1916, and will find little in its 
experience to recommend repetition, 

“Yet it is possible to ask whether our Far Eastern diplomacy does not call, not 
for a stronger, but a surer hand in control. There is an unsatisfactory incoherence 
about a diplomacy under which Ambassador Johuson announces that he is evacuating 
Nanking under orders at the moment that Admiral Yarnell is pointedly advising the 
Japanese that our ships will remain to protect the Ambassador; under which the 
President makes statements interpreted in one sense and the State Department ‘ex 
plains’ them in another; under which the neutrality act is halfway invoked for one 
category of ships and left uninvoked for others, 

“With the apparent purpose and broad tenor of the Administration’s diplomacy 
we believe the country to be in overwhelming agreement. But in the details of its 
execution there seems to be something lacking of detiniteness, consistency and clarity 
of intent.” 

(Quoting Ambassador Johnson's evacuation message, the Washington, D.C. 
says, ‘Lam too unhappy to speak, This is the first time in thirty years of service that 
I am forced to leave my post. But, under instructions from Washington, [ cannot 
risk the lives of loyal staff men. | am not deserting.” Americans will not read, without 
a blush of shame, these poignant words of our envoy to China, explaining why, on 
State Department orders, he and his staff have evacuated the legation at Nanking. 

“Everybody who knows Nelson Johnson will realize the anguish that must have 
filled him when he delivered the above quoted message to the Associated Press. His 
friends need no assurance that he has not ‘deserted.’ Seasoned soldier of diplomacy 
that he is, they fully understand that Ambassador Johnson is only obeying orders, as 
is his duty. The blame for this ungraceful retreat belongs exclusively to Washington, 
It is more than ungraceful. It is abject and humiliating. It does not become a great

power like the United States. It would be degrading under any circumstances. It js 
particularly unpalatable because it takes place under duress and because, up to thy 
latest accounts, other countries, like Great Britain, France, Russia, Germany ind 
Italy, have decided to ‘carry on’ at Nanking. London and Paris, in announcing that 
their embassies will be maintained, warn the Japanese that they will be held resyon 
sib'e for any loss of life or damage to property of British or French nationals. 

“Ambassador Johnson's enforced departure is especially repugnant to this country 
because it does violence to one of the proudest usages of the United States’ foreign 
service, 

“On the walls of the State Department hangs a memorial tablet dedicated to 
diplomatic and consular officers of the United States ‘who, while on active duty, lost 
their lives under heroic or tragic circumstances. The memory of those sixty-five 
warriors of peace is not honored by the hide-and-run instructions which Nelson Trusler 
Johnson is this day reluctantly following, in derogation of the proud service he lias 
so long adorned,” 


The Boston, Mass., Christian Science Monitor says, “It is hoped that Japan will 
not read too much into the removal of the American embassy staff from Nanking 
No doubt the question uppermost in State Department thought in Washington 
Whether any positive services to the forces of law and order would be rendered by the 
continued presence of its diplomatic representatives in a city about to be mercilessly 
bombed by Japanese air raiders, 

“Evidently the State Department decided that the possible usefulness of the staff's 
remaining in Nanking was negligible as compared with the risks it entailed. Buy 
Washington's orders to Ambassador Nelson T. Johnson to leave China’s capital must 
be read beside the State Department’s protest against the bombing of Nanking 
Together they indicate that the United States will not follow a course of relinquish 
ment of treaty rights and moral rights all along the line before Japanese aggression 

“It bespeaks an unwillingness to risk American peace while such risk seems onl 
to encourage postponement of definite international action.”

Another Washington, ID. C., paper, the Post, says critically, “Of the foreign 
powers represented in the Chinese capital, which the Japanese have threatened to 
raze to the ground, the United States was the only one which under duress displayed 
the white flag and did it with the speed of a frightened rabbit. Such action would 
have been cheap in the case of a helpless, fifth-rate power. For so great and powerful 
au nation as ours to display such depths of cowardice was both monstrous and tragic 

“By kowtowing as readily as we did to Japan we gave implicit encouragement to 
the high command to do its savage worst at Nanking. 

“The American envoy fled from Nanking. Apparently all other diplomatic repre 
sentatives stayed on. They refused to be ordered out by Tokyo so that Japan might 
the more unconcernedly proceed with a barbaric and illegal action. 

“By standing pat these other powers may have rendered a real service to in 
ternational law, such as was certainly not rendered by the United States. Yet how 
often we boast of our concern over the sanctity of treaty obligations! 

“Both by solemn agreement with other nations and in our hearts we have ruled 
out war as an instrument of policy as far as this nation is concerned. But it: begins 


to look as if we have substituted cowardice in its place. The nation that does that is 
on the downward path.”

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General Allison Retires 

Major General James B. Allison, Chief 
Signal Officer of the Army, having 
reached the statutory age limit, retired 
on September 30th after thirty-nine 
years of service. He is a South Caro- 
linian by birth, graduated Bachelor of 
Science from the Citadel in 1895 and be- 
came second lieutenant of infantry dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War. The 
first nineteen years of his service were 
with the Infantry as lieutenant, captain, 
major, lieutenant colonel and regimental 
commander. The type of man who was 
sought out for special jobs, he was de- 
tailed to construct Ft. Liscum in Alaska, 
to serve as aide to General Randall, to 
command a battalion of Philippine 
Scouts (while still lieutenant), to take 
the Signal School course as captain of 
infantry, to instruct the National Guard 
and to serve two tours on the War De- 
partment General Staff during the latter 
of which he was largely instrumental in 
setting up the present budget system of 
the War Department. 


Detailed to the Signal Corps in 1917 
and promoted colonel, he was given the 
Number One training job of that arm, 
the production at Ft. Leavenworth and 
Camp Meade of thousands of the tech- 
nical troops required by the A.E.F. Su- 
perior performance earned the DSM. 


Regarded for ten years as a future 
Chief Signal Officer, he received his ap- 
pointment January 1, 1935. As Chief, he 
has had the reputation of invariably get- 
ting results. He took oflice soon after 
General MacArthur had initiated his 
series of Army maneuvers and CPX’s. 
These exercises emphasized the necessity 
of effective signal communications in the 
conduct of large operations in doing so, 
they tested to the utmost the limited 
personnel and resources of the Signal 
Corps. In January 1935 signals were “on 
the spot” and that spot was a somewhat 
uncomfortable position. It was a critical 
time for the new Chief. But since then 
General Allison has produced results 
which a chief of arm might well be 
proud to accomplish in a full four year 
tour, and today his Corps has new con- 
fidence and high morale. 


He has secured for the Signal Corps 
its full share of the recent increase of 
the Army and has thus been able to aug- 
ment the personnel on communication 
duty from 2861 to 3419; with this in- 
crease of 1058 men he has organized the 
$d Signal, 4th Signal and Provisional 
Radio Intelligence Companies and has 
augmented by 642 men the personnel in 
service companies for operation of post 
telephone systems, radio stations and 
signal sections of air depots. All the sig- 
nal companies have been supplied with 
the trained technicul men necessary to 
keep them top notch while the 51st Sig- 
nal Battalion, which in 1935 was a Sig- 
nal School and Ft. Monmouth barrack 
unit, has developed into a superior field 
outfit. 

Recognising the need of speeding up 
the issue of newly developed signal 
equipment to the using arms, General 
Allison went after the necessary funds 
with his characteristic energy. His pres- 
entation of this problem each year to 
the budgetary committees was so con- 
vincing that the appropriation has been 
increased more than three hundred per 
cent, from less than two million dollars 
in 1935 to more than six million in 1987. 
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He has also greatly improved the liaison 
between the Signal Corps agencies 
charged with the development of equip- 
ment and the arms which use it; espe- 
cially have these improved relations sped 
the issue of radio sets to the Air Corps. 

Long before he became Chief Signal 
Officer, General Allison’s observation of 
maneuvers and field exercises had con- 
vinced him that the operation of elec- 
trical communication systems is a tech- 
nical specialty which can be efficiently 
handled only by a single arm which 
makes that specialty its principal work. 
Ile urged this view upon the War De- 
partment with such success that in the 
“streamlined” division now under test in 
Texas, communications within the infan- 
try and artillery regiments, which were 
formerly operated by infantrymen and 
ertillerymen, are being handled by de- 
tachments of Signal Corps troops organ- 
ized for the purpose, General Allison has 
stated that this is his recommendation 
as Chief Signal Officer which holds the 
most far reaching importance to the fu- 


ture of signal communications in the 
Army. It is his chief regret upon retir- 


ing at this time that he will not be able 
to see this project through and to direct 
the reorganization of the signal com- 
munications which the prospective ap- 
proval of the project will entail. 


Among the many other accomplish- 
ments which he initiated, may be men- 
tioned the new message center procedure 
which has greatly improved message 
center operation at division and higher 
headquarters. Another is the recent rec- 
ognition of the Signal Corps by the ap- 
pointment of one of its members, briga- 
dier general of the line. Others are 
major improvements in post telephone 
plants and radio stations in every Corps 
Area and Department. 


Ilis service as Chief Signal Officer has 
proven General Allison an outstanding 
executive. Examining into his personal 
assets, two characteristics seem the key 
to his success. Long before Mr. Dale 
Carnegie appeared in print, 2d Lieuten- 
ant Allison had mastered the art of mak- 
ing friends and influencing people. This 
is a valuable quality alone. But coupled 
with his habit of working out the small- 
est details of each proposal which he is 
preparing to advance, it has made him 
practically irresistible. Those who have 
observed his methods say that when a 
matter requires his attention, he gets 
down to work, digs up correspondence, 
talks with his specialists, masters the 
facts; that subsequently, when facing a 
committee or council, his statement of 
the proposal is so clear, logical and well 
supported as to completely disarm the 
prospective opposition. 

Ilis retirement is a matter of sincere 
and general regret to the members of his 
Corps. 





Revise 2nd Wing:-Maneuver Plans 


Selfridge Field, Mich.—Rumors that re- 
cent changes in training schedules of the 
newly-organized GHQ Air Force of the 
Army Air Corps might cause cancellation 
of field exercises by the Ist Pursuit Group, 
planned for October, have been confirmed 
by Maj. Edwin J. House, commanding the 
Group at Selfridge Field. 

The various pursuit squadrons of the 
Group, which were to have taken the field 
on October 6 to 16 inclusive, for war 
games and problems involving air defense 
of the industrial areas in this section of 
the country, will remain at Selfridge Field 
pending completion of plans for vastly 
greater exercises by the entire Second 
Wing, GHQ Air Force, of which Sel- 
fridge is an important part. 

Instead of isolated Groups acting alone 
on field maneuvers, it was explained, 
such training will in the future be con- 
ducted by the Second Wing as a whole. 
The wing maneuvers will be held in the 
Kastern states sometime next Spring. 
Plans for the expanded exercises are still 
under discussion at GHQ Air Force 
Headquarters at Langley Field, Va. 





Win Reserve Trophies 

The Coast Artillery Association Trophy, 
awarded annually to that Reserve regi- 
ment which makes the best record during 
the extension course school year, has been 
won for the season ending June 30, 1937, 
by the 535th Coast Artillery (AA), an 
outfit from the Hoosier state, with the re- 
markable score of 97.50. Although the 
535th was behind the 974th Coast Artil- 
lery from the Eighth Corps Area in total 
number of credit hours earned, it ranked 
higher in the computation of the three 
factors which are considered when the 
award is made. These factors are: 

1. The total number of credit hours earned 
by means of completed extension school 
courses, with a maximum limit of 100 hours 
for any one officer. 

2. Number of officers who have earned 40 or 
more credit hours by means of completed ex 
tension school courses during the year. 

3. Number of officers who have completed 
the extension school courses required for a 
certificate of capacity for promotion to the 
next higher grade. 

The regiment is commanded by Col. 
Bowman Elder, CA-Res., and has for in- 
structor Maj. Napoleon Boudreau, CAC. 

As always, the competition for the 
Coast Artillery Association individual 
trophy was keen. First place, after hav- 
ing been won four times in a row by a 
Californian went to a hard-working offi- 
cer from the State of Massachusetts. The 
man who took the trophy from West to 
Kast with a record-breaking score of 1,248 
credit hours is Capt. Karl M. Pearson, 
606th Coast Artillery, of Haverhill, Mass. 
Captain Pearson turned in a remarkable 
performance, his total being more than 
double that of his nearest competitor. 
Moreover, those 1,248 credit hours are not 
only the 1937 high, they are the alltime 
high for the individual trophy. 





Pine Camp Maneuvers 

Climaxing nearly a week of maneuvers 
by the 2nd Infantry Brigade (Rein- 
forced), at Pine Camp, New York, Bri- 
gadier General P. L. Miles, commanding 
the Ist Division with headquarters at Ft. 
Ilamilton, N. Y., reviewed the troops of 
the brigade, Sept. 28. 

General Miles, who commanded the 
2nd Infantry Brigade during the maneu- 
vers last year, retires from active duty 
next month, and the Pine Camp exer- 
cises were his last maneuvers. 

Battalions and regiments were each 
given two days for training with artillery 
and engineers attached at the start of 
the war games. At conclusion of batta- 
lion and regimental phases of training, 
the Brigade Commander, Colonel TH. M. 
Cooper, Infantry, assumed direct com- 
mand of the entire force and a four day 
period of exercises in the combined arms 
(infantry, artillery, engineers and air 
corps) ensued. These problems were 
based on a war situation and each ex- 
ercise was a logical continuation arising 
out of the previous situation. All phases 
of combat were included, night marches, 
outposting, attack, defense and counter- 
attack with liberal use of air-craft and 
motor transportation throughout.

On- 
tario, 26th Infantry, Plattsburg Bar- 
racks, 28th Infantry, Ft.

Speaks on Far East War 

Col. George V. Strong, Chief of Military 
Intelligence Branch, G-2, War Depart- 
ment General Staff, in an informal ad- 
dress before the members of the Reserve 
Officers Association, District of Columbia 
Chapter, on Sept. 29, gave a brief tactical 
resume of the situation in China. 

Colonel Strong outlined the Japanese 
movements to date, and voiced the opinion 
that the Japanese would face a serious 
situation if ‘the fighting continued in the 
same tenor that has been evidenced to 
date. Pointing out that Japan and China 
are both limited as to material available 
for use in the present campaign, he said 
that although the Japanese undoubtedly 
had enough material to complete a pene- 
tration of the Northern Provinces, the 
problem that they would face upon com- 
pletion of this penetration would be the 
subjection of the Chinese and the stamp- 
ing out of guerilla warfare. 

The Japanese have thus far, said Col. 
Strong, wasted much munitions, both na- 
val and military, on unimportant objec- 
tives. Unless Japan wins a short, deci- 
sive victory, she will be hard pressed to 
emerge victorious. The Chinese, while 
faced with the same problem of material 
as the Japanese, will have the weight of 
superior numbers to offset the modern 
Japanese weapons, and for the first time 
have at least a semblance of national 
unity and a high morale. 

Another feature of ‘the meeting was the 
showing of moving pictures of smoke- 
screen warfare by the Signal Corps, USA. 

These pictures gave graphic evidence 
of the efficiency of smoke screens as a 
weapon to cover troop movements and 
as an effective bar to accurate shooting. 


White Mess Uniform 


Regulations governing the white mess 
uniform for the Army were issued in 
Circular No. 64 this week. The new circu- 
lar represents a codification of previous 
regulations governing the uniform and 
will be embodied in the pending revision 
of AR 600-35 and AR 600-40.

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Destroyers Damaged in Storm 


The Navy Department announced that 
the destroyers Manley and Claxton which 
sailed from Norfolk on Sept. 22 for duty 
with Squadron 40(T) in European 
waters have been ordered to return to 
Boston Navy Yard for repairs because of 
damage sustained during a hurricane, 300 
miles southeast of Sable Island, Sept. 25. 
No injuries to personnel were reported. 

The destroyers which are of 1,090 tons 
standard displacement had been ordered 
to relieve the destroyers Hatfield and 
Kane which have been operating in 
in southern European waters since 
September, 1936. 

Lt. Comdr. J. ©. Talbert, USN, com- 
manding the Manley reported that the 
destroyers encountered a full gale in 
Latitude 40 North, Longitude 55 West and 
that the Manley’s starboard motor whale- 
boat with both davits were carried away 
and her mainmast was split. 

Lt. Comdr. W. V. Hamilton, USN, com- 
manding the Claxton reported damage to 
the starboard after bulkheads of after 
deck house, four ports stove in and life 
rafts damaged. 

The ships which were separated in the 
storm have rejoined and will return in 
company to Boston. Navy Department 
officials said that it would take from a 
week to ten days to repair the ships, and 
that meanwhile the Hatfield and Kane 
would remain on duty in European 
waters. The Claxton and the Manley will 
relieve them about Oct. 25. 


Sales by Navy Messes and Clubs 


In two decisions, made public last 
week, the Navy held that sales in Navy 
messes and Officers’ clubs are not subject 
to state taxes. 

In a decision regarding applicability 
of state laws to purchases of alcoholic 
liquors by officers’ clubs it was held: 

The Navy Department has consistently held 
that officers’ clubs are government instrumen- 
talities and as such their activities may not 
be taxed by a State. They are officially recog- 
nized in Navy General Order No. 59 under 
authority of which alcoholic liquor is used 
by them. 

Aside from the question whether or not an 
officers’ club is a government instrumentality, 
the Supreme Court has held that sales con- 
summated on a Government reservation may 
not be made the subject of State taxes, as the 
reservations where the transactions are con- 
summated are under the exclusive jurisdiction 
of the United States, 

(a) Exclusive jurisdiction of all lands com- 
prising the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Fla., 
has been ceded to the United States by the 
Governor of Florida pursuant to the Revised 
General Statutes of that State (Title IT, Art. 
2, sec. 7). Sales and deliveries of alcoholic 
beverages to the officers’ club located at that 
station are actually made on the naval reser- 
vation. Payment of taxes upon sales of vari- 
ous kinds of alcoholic beverages are provided 
for by the Florida statutes (Chap. 16,774, 
Acts of 1035, sec. 9.). In the opinion of the 
Navy Department, it is apparent from the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the Standard Oil Co, case, supra, that such 
taxes upon sales may not be imposed upon 
sales on Government reservations which are 
beyond the jurisdiction of the State taxing 
laws, whether or not the agency making the 
purchase is a Government instrumentality, 
unless Congress waives exemption from tax- 
ation, which it has not done in this case. 

(b) The California State Board of Equaliza- 
tion seized a shipment of alcoholic liquor 
from Reno, Nev., consigned to the Recreation 
Center, Navy Yard, Mare Island, Calif.; this 
action was taken upon supposed authority of 
the California Alcoholic Beverage Control Act 
which permits transportation of alcoholic 
beverages into the State by common or private 
carrier only when consigned to a licensed 
importer. The Mare Island Recreation Center 
(which did not, of course, hold a State im- 
porter’s license) is an officers’ club, Com- 
menting upon the aforesaid action of the State 
authorities, remarked that, in the opinion of 
the Navy Department, the California statute 
can have no application to transactions in- 
volving the Mare Island Recreation Center, 
both because it is a Government instrumental- 
ity and because it is located on territory be- 
yond the legislative power of the State; the 
importation of alcoholic beverages from Ne- 
vada to the Mare Island Navy Yard is not an 
importation into the State of California under 
the State statute; and the act of the State 
Board of Equalization in seizing the shipment 
constituted an unlawful and unwarranted act 








clearly inconsistent with many decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

In another decision it was stated: 

The Navy Department considers officers’ 
and chief petty officers’ messes to be instru- 
mentalities of the Government (citing C. M. O. 
8-1935, p. 11). Should any attempt be made 
to collect taxes on sales to such messes, under 
California State Board of Equalization Sales 
Tax Rules and Regulations, purchases should 
be made only with the understanding that the 
sales tax is not to be charged against such 
messes and that dealers must determine for 
themselves whether they will sell under these 
conditions (citing C. M. O.’s 8-1933, p. 8, and 
12-1933, p. 13, pertaining to sales of gasoline 
prior to the Act of June 16, 1936 (quoted in 
Cc. M. O. 9-1936, pp. 24-25), providing for pay- 
ment of State taxes on sales of motor vehicle 
fuels). 

Suggested that purchases of supplies for 
officers’ and chief petty officers’ messes may 
be made from the supply of provisions on 
board ship, under authority of Navy Regula- 
tions, 1920 (art. 1408), in which case purchases 
from dealers would constitute purchases for 
the Government and thus be exempt from the 
State tax; also, they would constitute pur- 
chases for resale and would not be retail sales 
within the meaning of the California Retail 
Sales Tax Act. 

Quaere, whether purchases by personnel of 
the fleet, even of purely military articles, are 
exempt from the State Sales Tax Act if made 
in a place where the State law applies. How- 
ever, remarked that sales made on board a 
naval vessel are consummated at a place be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the State and its laws 
have no application and may not be invoked; 
and where a seller engages to deliver articles 
at a certain place, it has been held that “there 
is no delivery, and therefore no sale, until 
after the transportation is completed” (citing 
Wheeler Lumber Co. v. U. 8., 281 U. 8. 572, 
579); consequently, where deliveries are to be 
made by the seller on board a naval vessel 
that circumstance would appear to establish 
the place of the sale. While such sales are 
personal to the individual concerned, sug 
gested that the purchaser may follow the pro- 
cedure of paying to the dealer only the cost 
of the article purchased, without including 
the sales tax, and informing the dealer that 
the article will be accepted only on that basis.

Pensions, Compensation of 
Reserves 

A resume of the two laws governing 
Pensions and compensation allowed to 
members of the Navy and Marine Corps 
Reserve who become disabled or die while 
in active service has been published by 
the Bureau of Navigation. 

For some years Naval Reservists have 
heen entitled to compensation under the 
U. 8. Employees’ Compensation Commis- 
‘lon if injured or killed, and at the last 
*ssion of Congress, legislation was 
Passed making Reservists eligible for the 
benefits of the Federal pension laws. The 
“reumstances under which personnel are 
tligible for the two types of benefits and 
th procedure involved in applying for the 
‘ame are explained in the Bureau's an- 
houncement, as follows: 

Compensation Under Employees’ 
Compensation Commission 

It is provided in Section 14 of the above 
Act (Naval Reserve Act of 1925 U. S. C. Title 
4, See, 762), that if in time of peace a member 
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of the Naval Reserve (except those trans- 
trred thereto after 16 or 20 years’ naval ser-

It is of the utmost importance that Com- 
manding Officers submit reports of injuries 
immediately, showing the cause, nature and 
extent of the injury, however slight. Forms 
may be obtained from the nearest activity 
having Civil Service employees, such as post 
office or customs house, or from the U. 8. 
Employees’ Compensation Commission, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


Compensation of Reservists Under 
Veterans Administration 


(Act of June 23, 1987, Pub. No, 159—75th 
Congress, H. R. 2887, Chapter 376, First Ses- 
sion.) 


The above Act provides for compensation 
of Reservists suffering disability resulting 
from personal injury or disease contracted in 
line of duty, through extension of existing 
pension laws to such Reservists. Copy of the 
above Act was distributed as enclosure with 
Bureau of Navigation Naval Reserve Circular 
Letter No. 8-37, dated July 16, 1937. It gives 
to Reservists eligible for compensation under 
the U. 8. Employees’ Compensation Commis 
sion the choice of receiving compensation 
under that Commission or of receiving pen- 
sions under the Veterans’ Administration. The 
amount of compensation is generally less 
under this pension law than the amount pro 
vided for under the U. 8S. Employees’ Com- 
pensation Commission, but disease as well as 
injury is covered, The printed copy of hear- 
ings conducted by the House Committee on 
Pensions during February and April of 1937, 
accompanying the Committee’s report on the 
Bill (Report No, 747—75th Congress, First 
Session) indicated that the Bill was designed 
to cover injuries received at drills, as well as 
those received while performing active or 
training duty. This latter feature is, however, 
subject to Comptroller or other legal interpre 
tations. Veterans Administration Form 526 
should be used in making claims for pension 
benefits under this law. 

The foregoing applies to all officers and 
enlisted men of the Naval Reserve, excepting 
transferred members of the Fleet Naval Ite 
serve of Classes F-3, F-4, and F-5. The bene 
fits are summarized as follows: 

(a) Compensation for disability on account 
of injuries as distinguished from disease, in 
eurred in line of duty, and to hospitalization 
and other medical treatment under the Km 
ployees’ Compensation Commission. In the 
event of death, dependent relatives are en- 
titled to compensation, (It is understood the 
Employees’ Compensation Commission now 
has under consideration its first claim from 
an aviation cadet, and is making a further 
study of the Act of February 28, 1925 (Pub. 
512—68th Congress) and the Act of April 15, 
1935, which established the grade of aviation 


cadet in the Naval Reserve and in the Ma 
rine Corps Reserve (Pub. No, 37—74th Con 
gress) 

(b) To pension under the Veterans Ad 


ministration in lieu of compensation from the 
Employees’ Compensation Commission, as 
elected. In the event of death, dependent 
relatives are entitled to pension. 

(c) To preference under the Civil Service 
Commission in civil service examinations. 

Enlisted men of the regular naval service 
who are discharged on account of disabilities 
incurred in line of duty are entitled: 

(a) To compensation under the Veterans 
Administration for disabilities due to injuries 
or disease incurred or aggravated in line of 
duty, the amount depending upon the degree 
of disability. 

(b) To hospitalization and other medical 
treatment under the Veterans’ Administration 
for disabilities incurred in line of duty and 
for disabilities of a permanent nature such as

IN THE FORTHCOMING ANNUAL REPORTS of the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, we expect there will be repeated the recommendations of the past that the pay 
schedules of the Services undergo revision. We believe also there will be urged re- 
moval of the ban on reenlistment allowances. The adoption of such recommendations 
by Congress is the more pressing, partly because of the increase in the cost of living, 
as oflicially reported by the Department of Labor, partly because in a world engaged 
in undeclared war, every proper step should be taken by our government to add to the 
contentment and, consequently, the morale of our armed forces, and partly in order to 
make service more attractive to youth. While employes in other branches of the 
government have enjoyed raises in salary to meet rising costs, while labor generally 
has received advances, the officers and men who constitute our first line of defense, 
have been forced to support themselves and their families on pay schedules: estab- 
lished in 1908 as slightly amended some 16 years ago. According to the Department 
of Labor “costs on June 15, 1937, were 3.1 higher than on July 15, 1936, and 13.5 per 
cent higher than at the low point in June, 1933.” As the Army and Navy personnel 
must buy precisely the same products as the ordinary citizens, other than those pur- 
chased in bulk for the enlisted men, it is evident that the fixed pay they receive 
increases their difficulty in living at standards expected of those in uniform. In order 
that Congress may be brought up to date in this matter of pay, the Army General 
Staff, cooperating with other Departments, is moving to bring up to date the report 
of the McNamee Board, made almost a decade ago. Some individual members of 
Congress are displaying an interest in the matter, and are gathering material for 
submission to the appropriate committees. Thus the stage will be set for prompt 
action, and it is our belief that when Congress fully understands the facts it will 
be taken. The study to be submitted will, we hope, describe the discriminations from 
which the Services suffer, for instance, the greater pay received by the CCC than the 
base pay of the enlisted personnel. Also, the reduction in enlisted pay as a result of 
the continuance of the ban on the reenlistment allowance should be emphasized, 
emphasized because it is the single provision of the Economy Law of 1933 which has 
continued in force. We might add that when considering the pay situation, Congress 
should authorize an allowance for privately owned automobiles on official business, 
a use required by service conditions. 


FROM THE CHINESE ARE COMING complaints at the privations they are 
suffering as a result of the pacific blockade instituted by the Japanese Navy. It was 
inevitable this should be so. It is inevitable that this blockade, particularly if it 
should be extended to all shipping as a declared blockade, will be a, if not the, deter- 
mining influence upon the result of the war, should the Japanese military find itself 
checked. A commercial blockade is directed against merchant vessels, in the case of 
that instituted by the Japanese, against the coastwise as well as ocean transport 
belonging to China or Chinese. Its object is the destruction of commerce by the seal- 
ing of all ports to egress and ingress. Its ultimate result is the interruption of com- 
munications with foreign countries, and such interruption means loss of vitality on 
the part of the people blockaded, and the lessening of money and credit, which are the 
life of war. A pacific blockade is less direct in its effects than one internationally 
recognized, but its consequences, though more slowly accomplished, are the same— 
the sapping of national vigor and the weakening of resistance. During our own civil 
war, the commercial blockade instituted by the United States Navy probably was the 
most decisive blow dealt to the Confederacy. In our own time, the slow strangula- 
tion of Germany by the British Fleet finally destroyed the will to war of the German 
people. Control of the port of Shanghai by the Japanese Navy ruptured the main 
Chinese artery through which passed 51 per cent of the total import trade of the 
country and 85 per cent of the total export trade. The world imports of China in 1935 
amounted to 336 millions, and the exports to 210 millions, and they were larger in 1936. 
For the seven months of the present calendar year, the Department of Commerce 
values American imports from China at 73 millions and our exports at 37 millions. 
All these are round figures. The coastwise trade of the distracted republic has played 
an enormous part in its native life, and the Japanese Navy is acting so as to terminate 
it and thereby bring about the earlier collapse of resistance. In this operation in the 
Far East, Japan is utilizing her sea power along lines which history has shown 
produces results. George Washington expressed it when he said: “In any operation, 
and under all circumstances, a decisive naval superiority is 'to be considered as a 
fundamental principle, and the basis upon which every hope of success must ultimately 
depend.” Fortunately for the United States its naval policy is based upon the prin- 
ciple set forth in this sound conclusion.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The Military Situation in the Far East—While main attention was directed during 
the week to the effect of the numerous Japanese air raids on China’s principal cities, 
which seemingly fell far short of the forecasts of Japanese military leaders, 
the Mikado’s army made rapid progress in North China. The main Chinese defensive 
lines previously reported as extending from Paoting to Tsangchow fell to Japanese 
attacks and the Japanese forces are now from 40 to 50 miles beyond this line. The 
Ohinese are attempting to organize another defensive line running generally from 
Shibchiachuang east through Tungkwang (60 miles southwest of Tsangchow) to the 
coast. On the extreme left of the North China theatre, the Japanese have advanced to 
the defenses covering the Yen Men Pass but have been unable to capture the pass. 

The main Japanese drive in the northern theatre appears to be in the eastern 
portion along the Tsinpu Railroad line through Tungkwang. The extreme left of the 
Chinese line is being protected by General Fu Tso-Yi with an army of 120,000 men. 
He is operating on the left flank in the Suiyuan Province opposing the swinging move 
previously reported over the Outer Mongolian plateau. General Yen Hsi-Shan with 
100,000 men is holding the defenses of Yen Men Pass. General Chu Teh, the Com- 
munistic general, with 100,000 men, has established contact with Japanese, operating 
to the northeast of Shihling Pass. On the left or west of the new Chinese main de- 
fensive line mentioned above, is General Lui Chih with 200,000 men, while General 
Yu Tsueh-Chung with 140,000 men is on the right of the line. General Pai Chung Hsi 
is in supreme command of the Chinese forces in the North China theatre. Opposing 
these forces are Japanese forces of 250,000, not counting the Kwangtung Army in the 
north. 

In the Shanghai theatre, ‘the Chinese lines are holding against a very determined 
Japanese attack. Chinese forces totaling 350,000, now under command of General 
Chu Shao-Liang, are opposed by 120,000 Japanese under General Matsui. The 
Japanese claim small advances in the southern part of the area but the Chinese still 
hold the right flank at the north station in Chapei. The unexpected Chinese resistance 
at Shanghai was explained this week, at least to the satisfaction of the Japanese 
mind, by the following article published in the New York Times from its Shanghai 
correspondent, which incidently perhaps gives something of an insight to the Oriental 
mind: 

“The Japanese Army’s inability to advance as scheduled at Shanghai is said to be 
the result of the defenders’ lack of knowledge of military tactics. They do not know 
when they are out-manoeuvered or whipped. 

“Japanese advances in a series of spearheads with aviation assistance slowly 
into masses of Chinese troops until the advancing force is faced by Chinese on all sides 
except the rear. The Japanese have superior equipment, so they contend the Chinese 
troops between the advance wedges should retreat. 

“But the Chinese, having little knowledge of book strategy, remain in their 
trenches, ceaselessly sniping at the Japanese advance points. This holds up the entire 
Japanese line because the spearheads must be extremely cautious when firing on 
Chinese troops in well-covered positions, 

“The Japanese Army spokesman apparently has exhausted his excuses for the 
delays in the often-promised smashing of ‘the Chinese line and the often-promised 
push that was guaranteed to shove the Chinese armies from the vicinity of Shanghai. 
Having pleaded delays in landing of troops, then the awaiting of heavy artillery, then 
the awaiting of reinforcements, next the deep mud and the flooded creeks, the spokes- 
man has now begun talking exclusively about the vast numbers of Chinese troops 
massed in the Shanghai-Hangchow-Soochow triangle. 

“In the Lotien sector he said there were seven divisions exceeding 18,000 men. 
On the Liuhang, Kiangwan, Chapei and Pootung fronts he said there were eighteen 
Chinese divisions, more than 200,000 men, while fairly close were reserves of twenty 
divisions exceeding 230,000. The Japanese Army is believed to have 120,000 men in 
the Shanghai area. 

“Tn fact,’ said the spokesman, ‘the Chinese zenerals have massed too many 
troops in this area for efficiency of combat and strategy. We learn on unimpeachable 
authority that the Chinese are experiencing the greatest difficulties with commissariat 
problems in this area because the railways are often bombed, highways also are often 
bombed and transportation problems generally are greatly complicated by the tens of 
thousands of wounded. 

“Because of the overwhelmingly superior numbers of Chinese troops our advance 
can be best compared to a boat slowly progressing forward through a reed-choked 
stream.” 

While detailed reports will not be in for some weeks at least, and further bombing 
efforts may prove more successful, the general opinion at present of the Japanese air- 
craft operations in the war are that they have failed to carry out the destruction to 
the degree that they themselves had forecast. For the first time in history, we have had 
a test of an independent offensive air action by a major power—and against weak re- 
sistance. The Japanese made repeated attacks on the principal cities of China, launch- 
ing 50 to 90 planes on Nanking and other points almost every day last week. It an- 
nounced ahead of time that it was going to wipe out the Chinese capital, but has ap- 
parently so far fallen short of this mark. The same thing was evidenced at Shanghai. 
From a base on Yung Ming Island, Japanese planes have maintained a steady bom- 
bardment of the north railroad station in Chapei, dropping their cargoes of destruction 
and hurrying back to their nearby base for reloading. Yet the Chinese still hold the 
position. The alleged Japanese inaptitude for aviation is stressed by some observers 
who contend that the fault lies in the poor marksmanship of the Nipponese flyers 

rather than in any inherent failure of Air Power. Later developments and more 
complete reports will tell ‘the story. 

As the Chinese resistance at Shanghai continues to withstand the determined 
Japanese push, opinion as to which side is responsible for initiating action there veers 
definitely to the contention the the engagement is the result of the plans of Chinese 
Generalissimo Chiang-Kai-Shek. One view has held that the war around Shanghai was 
initiated by the Japanese who, confident of their power to penetrate China from the 
main offensive in the North, started toward ‘the Chinese industrial area by the closest 
route with a view to ending the war as quickly as possible. This contention rests on 
the proposition that the Japanese High Command greatly underestimated the Chinese 
powers of resistance and believed that its Navy and Marines could quickly clean up 
the Shanghai area and open the way for drive toward Nanking. Against this, how- 














ever, isthe record of 1982 Shanghai campaign when the Navy was held by a Chinese 





Army and by the lack of any Japanese Army troops when the engagement started. 
More logical, it seems, is the explanation that the Chinese, having to maintain an 
army to protect its southern coast against an unexpected Japanese landing, sought 
to weaken Japanese pressure in the North China theatre and to localize the danger in 
the south by starting a diversion at Shanghai. The Chinese High Command had to 
maintain a sizeable number of troops along the coast to guard against a Japanese 
landing party. Some think it logical that they would start a fight around the Inter- 
national Settlement at Shanghai. The troops it has at Shanghai, or a large portion of 
them, could not be sent to North China because of the possibility of an attack on the 
coast. Engaging them with the enemy necessarily removes some of the pressure of 
the north. Following this theory, Japan was dragged into the fight at Shanghai, and 
must unwillingly continue it to keep “face.” 


Omaha Court-Martials Ordered—With the reconditioning of the light cruiser Omaha 
assured, the Navy Department has revealed that the Court of Inquiry which sat 
on the case has reported its findings and has recommended that Capt. Howard B. 
McCleary, commander of the vessel, and Lt. Comdr. Edgar R. Winckler, navigating 
officer, be summoned before a General Courts Martial in connection with placing 
responsibility for the mishap. e 

Lt. Comdr. Winckler will be tried on October 4, and Capt. McCleary on Oct. 7, 
both courts to meet at Norfolk.

Contrary to rumors that had been circulating, the light cruiser Omaha will 
be overhauled and put back in active service. 

Navy Department officials said that although the Omaha had struck a coral 
ledge at high speed, the extent of damage was not great enough to warrant decom- 
missioning of the vessel. 

It is expected that the Omaha will be ship-shape by the first of the year. 

At the time of the accident, it was believed that it would be necessary to re- 
move the guns in order to lighten the ship enough to float it. However Naval officials 
on the scene decided that it was inadvisable to bring a derrick in close enough for 
this operation and later events proved favorable to reflotation without resort to 
the gun removal procedure. 


Navy Surgeon General on Tour—Rear Adm, P. 8. Rossiter, Surgeon General of 
the Navy, will leave Washington today, Oct. 2, on an extensive inspection and speak- 
ing tour that will carry him to the West Coast. . 

He will arrive at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn., on Oct. 4, where he will 
read a paper on Naval medicine, and from there he will go to Denver, Colo., to address 
the Reserve Medical Conference. Following his Denver address Admiral Rossiter will 
inspect the Naval Hospital at Bremerton, Wash., and from there will go to Los 
Angeles, where on Oct. 14 he will address the annual convention of the Association of 
Military Surgeons, of which he is president. 

Admiral Rossiter will inspect the Naval Hospital at San Diego, and other medical 
activities in that area. He will return to Washington via the southwest, stopping at 
Dallas, Tex., and New Orleans, La. He will arrive back in Washington on Nov. 1. 


Favors Reenlistment Allowance—Full support for the movement to restore the 
reenlistment allowance to enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard was promised by the American Legion at their convention in New York last 
week. The report of the legion’s National Defense Committee, adopted as the organi- 
zation’s new legislative program, declares: 

“We recommend that the National Representatives of The American Legion, legis- 
lative and otherwise, cooperate with the representatives of all other service organi- 
zations and exert every possible influence in Congress to restore to the enlisted men 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard the payment of the reenlistment 
allowance beginning with the fiscal year 1939.” 

This action is welcomed for restoration of the allowance will probably depend 
upon the vigilance of those interested in its return and the pressure that can be 
brought to bear. It is expected that the War and Navy Departments will submit 
estimates for its payment and recommend that the ban be discontinued. The Bureau 
of the Budget must then decide whether or not to allow the funds and if not they 
will propose legislation in the President's budget to prohibit payment of the bonus 
during the twelve months beginning next July 1. If the Budget Bureau proposes 
this legislation to withhold the allowance in the next fiscal year, it will then be up 
to the House Appropriations Committee to decide whether or not to insert it as a 
rider to an appropriation bill. And here is where the importance of having the Legion 
and the other veterans organizations interested in the matter comes into the picture. 
If the Committee places a rider in one of the appropriation bills, it is subject to a 
point of order from the floor. Any member can object to the proviso, under a ruling 
of the House, because it is legislation on an appropriation bill. As appropriation bills 
ure sometimes reported by the Committee and taken up by the House the same day, 
it is necessary for supporters of the reenlistment allowance restoration ‘to follow the 
appropriation bills carefully and to see that some member opposing the ban is on 
hand to make the point of order. The same set-up exists with regard to Senate action, 
and even more care and support is needed there, for as formal prelimininary notice 
of the intention to take up an appropriation bill is usually not given in the upper 
house there should be a number of Senators favoring restoration following the matter 
to assure that the rider is not slipped into the bill. That is what happened last year. 
Attachment of the rider to an appropriation bill was blocked in the House but was 
put over in the Senate because none of the Senators interestéd in the matter knew 
that it was coming up and were present to object. Once in an appropriation Dill, 
however, and approved by one House, the proviso cannot be blocked by one objection 
in the other House. 

Since the reenlistment allowance was first withheld five years ago, the ban has 
been renewed each year by a rider on an appropriation bill. The Service Pay Act 
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still authorizes its payment. No attempt has ever been made to permanently repeal 
it, and it is unlikely that this will be tried next year. Any such attempt would have 
to be passed on the legislative committees rather than by the “watch-dogs of the 
Treasury”—the appropriation committees—and they would undoubtedly vote it down. 
It is the short-cut legislative method—by appropriation bill rider—that will be tried 
again and the Services and their friends can block such a course next year if the 
matter is handled properly. 


Military and Naval Attaches in Far East—lIt is a matter of interest to the ser- 
vices to know that their Military and Naval attaches and their assistants at the 
American Embassy in China did not participate in the flight from and quick return to 
Nanking. As a matter of fact the attaches all stayed in north China when the embassy 
moved out of Peiping and the latest word to Washington is that they are still in or 
near that city. 

There are a number of Army and Navy officers assigned to the interesting billets 
in China and Japan. The Military Attache in China is Col. Joseph W. Stilwell, Inf., 
who has as his assistants, Maj. David D. Barrett, Inf., and Capt. Maxwell D. Taylor, 
FA. The Naval attache to China is Comdr. H. EB. Overesch, USN, at Peiping. 

In Tokyo Lt. Col. William C. Crane, FA, who is completing his tour as military 
attache will stay for a while longer, even though his relief, Maj. Harry 1. T. Creswell 
is enroute there. The Assistant Military Attache to Tokyo is Capt. John Weckerling, 
Inf. The Naval Attaches to Tokyo are: Capt. Harold M. Bemis, Naval Attache and 
Naval Attache for Air; Lt. Comdr. R. A. Ofstie, Lt. F. J. Bridget and Lt. E. T. Layton, 
Asst.

Enlisted Grades and Ratings—Notwithstanding the Administration’s economy drive 
under which it was proposed to impound ten per cent of appropriations wherever 
possible, the increases in Army enlisted grades and ratings provided by Congress have 
heen allowed and the promotions will be made. Under Executive Order 7696, the 
following number of grades and ratings will prevail during the current fiscal year: 
Master sergeant, 1,103; technical and first sergeants, 3,094; staff sergeant, 4,943; 
sergeant, 14,584 ; corporal, 14,124; private, first class, 42,832; specialist, first class, 884; 
specialist, 2nd class, 1,511; specialist 3rd class, 2,297; specialist 4th class 6,455; 
specialist, 5th class, 6,966; specialist, 6th class, 19,125. While these totals provide 
increases all along the line, the numbers allowed are still far below what is required 
Funds will be sought in next year’s budget to give the Army some of the additional non- 
comissioned officers and ratings required by the ever increasing mechanization of 
the Service. 


Urge Dirigible Construction—A strong recommendation that the Navy resume the 
development of lighter-than-air was made by the American Legion at its 19th annual 
convention in New York last week. Adopted as a part of the order’s new National 
Defense policy was a resolution calling for the construction of a training ship and at 
least one full size dirigible for the Navy. From its Aeronautics Commission, the 
legion received a report of a long study of the lighter-than-air situation made by the 
group during the past year, recommending “persistence” and the undivided support 
of the Legion toward going ahead with a dirigible program. Declaring that “the 
naval atitude is against airships and is so unfriendly that what little airship activity 
is allowed must be carried out virtually without friendly cooperation,” the Commis- 
sion devoted the greater part of its annual report to a plea for development of “this 
heglected phase of aviation.”

New Pilots Ratings Issued 
(Continued from First Page) 
lishment and a promotion. Also, the 
prospect of advancement from Airplane 
Pilot to Military, it was held, would 
serve as an incentive to young officers to 
get in their flying time so they might 
qualify when they complete 12 years ser- 

vice in aviation. 

The requirements for the rating as 
published in a Circular issued by the Of- 
fice of the Chief of Air Corps are as fol- 
lows: 

(1) All orders issued prior to December 31, 
1936, conferring this rating on individuals, 
are hereby revoked. 

(2) Air Corps officers of the Regular Army, 
who, on January 1, 1937, were classified as 
qualified for piloting and flying command 
duty, under the provisions of Paragraph 
5Sa(1), War Department Circular No. 69, 1935, 
as amended by War Department Circular No. 
16, 1936, who have held the rating of Airplane 
Pilot not less than twelye (12) years, and 
who, according to records of the Office of 
the Chief of the Air Corps, had piloted heav 
jer-than-air aircraft for two thousand or 
more hours, will be rated as Military Air- 
plane Pilot. 

(3) Air Corps officers of the Regular Army, 
who, subsequent to January 1, 1937, meet the 
requirements of (2) above, may be rated Mili- 
tary Airplane Pilot upon application to the 
Chief of the Air Corps. 

A War Department circular published 
this week adds a new paragraph to Sec- 
tion 42 of AR 600-35, which prescribes 
the badges for the various aviation 


ratings. The badge of the new rating is 
described as follows: 
f. Military airplane pilot—Same as for air- 
plane pilot, with the addition of a silver star 
¥% inch in diameter worn 1/16 inch above the 
shield. 
The badge is similar to that prescribed 
back in 1917 for the rating “Military 
Aviator.” These included officers so de- 
signed under laws passed prior to the 
World War and also a small group of 
officers given this rating for distin- 
quished service in the war. When the 
rating Airplane Pilot was established 
later all officers with the ratings of Mili- 
tary Aviator and Junior Military Avia- 
tor were given the new rating but the 
previous ratings were not rescinded and 
it has been held that they still hold. 
Regulations issued in 1917 prescribe the 
star for Military Aviators. These also 
were never rescinded, but later editions 
of the regulations omitted any reference 
to the special badge for the group. The 
Army Register lists but three officers 
who hold the rating of Military Aviator 
Lt. Col. Lewis H. Brereton, Lt. Col. 
John K. Reynolds, and Maj. Carl Spatz 
who were given that designation and 
flight pay at three-quarters of their base 
pay by special act of Congress for dis- 
tinquished war service. There are also 
some 20 or 30 officers still on the active 
list who were given that rating under 
general law at the time and probably 
still hold it.

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day, when 28 tanks were sent out in 
three waves by the Red force. From the 
mountain side where General Bowley and 
his staff viewed the operations it made a 
stirring sight. Each wave had its mis- 
sion, one continuing for about three miles 
back to a wooded area where the Blue 
field artillery was firing at them. 

In the informal discussions which fol- 
lowed it was pointed out that through re- 
ports from the air observers the field 
artillery had commenced firing on the 
tanks while they were forming for the at- 
tack and had continued firing at them 
through their charge. Tankers, however, 
explained that because of restrictions 
against damaging the trees on the reser- 
vation they had had to form in an open 
area visible from the air. Also, they 
pointed out, had it been actual warfare 
they would have continued most of the 
way through wooded areas instead of 
across fields. The inevitable discussions, 
incapable of conclusions except in actual 
battle, centered around how many tanks 
would have been hit and how many guns 
the tanks would have put out of opera- 
tion. Zigzagging of the swift tanks make 
them difficult to hit, it was contended, but 
the artillerymen were confident of their 
ability. Infantrymen, on the other hand, 
wished they had actually had anti-tank 
guns instead of yellow flags to indicate 
such weapons. 

Another feature which interested 
everyone was the work of the Chemical 
Company from Edgewood Arsenal. In the 
afternoon of the third day they put out 
a smoke screen with mortars to serve as 
a cover under which the Blue infantry 
could reorganize following the tank at- 
tack. A steady breeze carried it from the 
open fields in about 10 or 15 minutes but 
it hung over the wooded areas for much 
longer. Later in the day they put out a 
smoke screen with candles. By then the 
breeze had died down and the atmosphere 
remained impenetrable for much longer. 

A number of interesting informal notes 
were made by the umpires at the end of 
the first day. These notes, of interest to 
all troops, were as follows 

“a, Individual machine-guns of sections 
were placed too close to each other; one 
artillery shell falling in the area could 
destroy both guns. Some guns were too 
exposed on the sky line, offering excellent 
targets for hostile artillery. 

“b. Machine-guns, one pounders, etc., 
should not be emplaced on or near promi- 
nent terrain features, e. g., near a lone 
tree, crest of a hill, ete. Also, these 
weapons are transported too far forward 
in trucks, thereby losing their value dur- 
ing critical phases, 

“ec, While it is realized there are certain 
restrictions which prevent the normal 
distances and intervals being maintained 
between individual trucks and vehicles in 





convoy it must be habitual practice for 
motor vehicles to move by bounds. The 
practice of having these vehicles move 
slowly behind the foot troops causes con- 
fusion, blocks roads, and is detrimental 
to the mechanical functioning of the 
motor vehicle. 

“d. It has been noted that wire is laid 
in such haste that sufficient slack is not 
left in the wire to permit it being passed 
over by animals, individuals, or vehicles 
without danger of breaking due to the 
tautness of the wire. 

“e. Too little respect is paid by troops 
to hostile fire. Units of all size should 
pass or contain hostile fire units by the 
use of maneuver. Contact having been 
made too much use is made of roads dur- 
ing the approach phase and not enough 
cross-country movement by troops and 
motors in broken columns. 

“f. Aerial observation during combat 
must be made at sufficient altitude to pre- 
vent the loss of planes by small arms fire. 

“g. While difficult to assume during 
simulated combat, individuals and units 
must realize the danger incident to hos- 
tile fire and every opportunity should be 
taken during training to utilize all avail- 
able cover and concealment.

Merchant Marine 

It is becoming more and more clear that 
the construction of a new American Mer- 
chant Marine, as contemplated under re- 
cent legislation, will be a slow and long 
drawn out process. 

Instead of the two year 95 ship ap- 
proved program for which money has 
already been set aside, it seems clear that 
it will take considerably longer than this 
before a sizeable portion of the program 
is laid down. Labor troubles, rising costs, 
the weakened condition of many shipping 
companies, and objections on the part of 
the latter to the foreign ship cost differ- 
ential laid down in the 19386 Merchant 
Marine Act are the principal factors 
bringing about this condition. 

Pending completion of its survey of the 
Merchant Marine situation, the U. 8. 
Maritime Commission will not comment 
on the dark picture of the future of the 
program painted by shipping associations 
and shippers. It does admit, however, 
that the original program cannot be car- 
ried through on time. The report of ex- 
haustive study made by the Commission 
is now expected to be completed about 
Oct. 20, after which an authoritative 
estimate of the situation is expected to be 
made by Chairman Kennedy.

Secretary Roper in his press conference 
of today stated that The Federal Register 
this week Published the long awaited 
final regulations authorized by the vari- 
ous load line acts and treaties. 

These Regulations have been given deep 
thought and consideration by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce’s legal division and by 
the Load Line Section of the Bureau of 
Marine Inspection and Navigation before 
being presented to Secretary Roper for his 
consideration and approval. It is believed 
that they cover every contingency that 
may arise, without undue hardship being 
imposed in any particular case. 

They are divided into sections, some of 
the sections being amendments to the ex- 
isting regulations, so that as they are now 
written they harmonize with existing acts 
and treaties, other sections are new— 
covering special types of vessels, i.e., 
steam colliers, tugs, barges and self-pro- 
pelled barges engaged in special services 
on inter-island and coastwise voyages 
from port to port in ‘the continental 
United States, and finally regulations as 
to the marking of passenger vessels with 
sub-division load line marks in accord- 
ance with the International Safety at Sea 
Treaty and as required by the Coastwise 
Load Line Act, as amended.

Financial Digest 

The following summary of general 
business and financial conditions in the 
United States, based upon statistics for 
August and the first three weeks of 
September, has been released by the 
Board of Governors of the Federal Re- 
serve System. 

In August industrial activity advanced 
from the level of the two preceding 
months and on a seasonally adjusted basis 
was close to the volume of last spring. 
Early reports for September indicate a 
decline in steel output and a seasonal de- 
crease in the production of automobiles. 

Production and employment—Volume 
of industrial production, as measured by 
the Board’s seasonally adjusted index, 
was 117 per cent of the 1923-1925 average 
in August as compared with a level of 
114 per cent in June and July and 118 per 
cent during the spring. Steel production 
rose slightly further and was close to the 
high level prevailing before strikes cur- 
tailed output in June. Automobile pro- 
duction was maintained in considerably 
larger volume than is usual in the month 
preceding the shift to new model produc- 


tion. Lumber output declined, following 
a period of increase. In the nondurable 
goods industries output increased in 


August, reflecting chiefly increases at cot- 
ton and woolen textile mills, following 
considerable declines in the preceding 
month. Activity at meat packing estab- 
lishments increased somewhat from an 
extremely low level. Shoe production 
showed less than the usual seasonal rise. 
At mines, output of coal increased less 
than seasonally, while crude petroleum 
production continued to expand. 

Value of construction contracts award- 
ed, as reported by the F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration, declined somewhat in August 
and the first half of September. 

Factory employment, which had in- 
creased in July, showed less than a sea- 
sonal rise in August. Factory payrolls in- 
creased by about the usual seasonal 
amount. The number employed at steel 
mills increased somewhat further, while 
at automobile factories, railroad repair 
shops, and sawmills employment declined. 
In the textile industries employment in 
the production of fabrics decreased some- 
what, while employment in the produc- 
tion of wearing apparel increased. 

Agriculture—Department of Agricul- 





ture crop estimates based on September 
1 conditions were about the same as the 
estimates a month earlier, except for an 
increase in cotton and a decrease in corn, 
Output of leading crops is substantially 
larger than last season. Supplies of live- 
stock and meats are expected by the De- 
partment of Agriculture to continue 
smaller than last year. 

Distribution — Mail order sales and 
sales at department stores showed some- 
what less than the usual seasonal in- 
crease from July to August. Freight-car 
loadings continued at the level of the 
previous month. 

Commodity prices — Cotton prices de- 
clined considerably further from the 
middle of August to the third week of 
September and there were smaller de- 
creases in cotton goods, silk, hides, steel 
scrap, copper scrap, and lumber. Prices 
of livestock and livestock products, after 
some decline in the latter part of August 
and the first week of September, advanced 
sharply in the middle of September. 

Bank credit—Excess reserves of mem- 
ber banks increased in the _ five-week 
period ending September 22 from $800,- 
000,000 to $1,000,000,000 as the result of 
a release of gold by the Treasury from its 
inactive account. The bulk of the increase 
in excess reserves went to New York City 
banks and on September 22 these banks 
had excess reserves of $350,000,000, 
Chicago banks had $50,000,000, and banks 
elsewhere $600,000,000.
